Thl?rifrMh1ng ttalemenf by 
Robert Hutchlns, expresses 'the spirit of the raceiit Sarah Lavvrence CehferenM Kàld In Bronxvllle, 
New York. . ' 

Mr. Hutchlns, former chancellor of the University of Chicago and one of the most révolu* 
tlonary figures In the field of education, was guest speaker at the conference. He addressed tha 
group en the Education of the Present Generation^ 

student, but is given individual 
attention and guidance. 

BROAD FIELDS OP STUDY 
Fields of study are broad. A 
coursé will consist of a weekly 
lecture and several private confe- 
rences with a don. The student is 
expected to write -sevéral papers 
every month, but there is. never 
any comparison of the progress of 
one student to that of another. 
The récent trip to this university 
by 30 Sarah Lawrence girls was 
part^of;<a study of Canada: one 
pbuo Of « social science course 
that is given to freshmen students. 

Mr. .HutcUns, .,ln answer to a 
question xegi^g his ophiion of 
Sarah, Lawrrace/ ' said that he 
would endorse It "blindly", so high- 
ly did ha believe in its virtues. 
Those who attended the conferen- 
ce agreed that Mr. Hutchlns should 
be Invited to McGill in the near 
future. / .. ; , 



Bad education is a bad thing, he 
pointed out. "We have had just 
enough education to make the 
masses fall prey to the ruling oli- 
garchies". Hé told the story .of 
one of the leading members of 
the power elite who, speaking 
«bout education, said "Everyone 
must know how to read. It they 
can't read, what's the good of ad- 
vertising?" 

CBNTRI OP THOUOHT 

The university is the centre of 
independent thought. TbàfjfMjM 
education is independei^WwSSf^ 
The only students accepted in the 
university should be those who are 
interested in independent think- 
ing. Mr. Hutchlns pointed out that 
this would, probably, cut the . stu- 
dent; populâUraf,at:least:lQ,.half. 

Hé emphaiiiSâ'ttut' trade 'fcliools 
have no place In the university 
that emphasizes thlnldngrvfvv'î^";". 

Mr. Hutchlns would excuse from 
the university all units that have 
no intellectual contents ■ in thehr 
own right Thus not only enginee^ 
ing, but business and commerce, 
law, library, journalism, social 
Work, etc., would all be trade 
schools set .apart from the univer- 
sity community. 

MECHANICAL CHANCES 

He suggested some mechanical 
changes that have a phenomenal 
influence when instituted in a col- 
lege' or university. The abolition 
of thé credit system; the abolition 
of exams; tho abolition of "indus- 
trial sports", and a system where- 



by, students proceed at their own 
speed. 

"The educational system, is now, 
for . the first time, being engulfed 
by our socie^V whereas it had al- 
ways stood apart and independent 
of the sodety. At à tesiùt,'.educii-' 
tlon is' losing its significance. Stu- 
dents are learning less, and there 
is no value in what they learn. 
Charles 'Van Doren is the accepted 
symbol of the educated man, be- 
cause he has. won hundreds of 
jyhousands on a qiiiz proipramme. 
jl^e man who, having graduated 
from a university, cannot perform 
« •imilar feat, is considered a fail- 
ure. 

COMMUNICATION OP IDEAS 
In speaking, about .the ; teàcher», 
he remarked that a PhD degree 
has not tho slightest signUicanco 
in connection with the job of edu- 
cating. Mr. Hutchlns i« violently 
opposed to departmentalization of 
profèsson into certain fields, and 
no others. Specialized education 
will not produce « centre of inde- 
pendent .thought ,Co^inmication 
of ideas Is necessary. 
. There la probably no better set- 
ting for such an address than the 
Sarah Lawrence campus. This wo- 
men's college is the crystallization 
of Mr. Hutchlns theories. Only 
thoso who have shown themselves 
capable of and desirous for real 
educational progress are accepted. 
Students work at their own speed; 
there are no exams, and no student 
is seen in relation to anv otiier

We would like to see a new Union to replace 'The 
Wreck of Sherbrooke Street' built to accommodate 900 
males, and now hopelessly overcrowded. We would like to 
be able to feed friends from other universities in a Union 
cafeteria instead of taking them around the corner to the 
"shrine". We would like to see some form of automatic 
music in the rooms so that the delinquency of the Union 
PA Committee be prevented from rujmM|îlparty for one

We would like to see the SEGfprovîdeTnorofolpnaP 
'explicit leadership' which the Students' Society demanded, 
at one of the last well attended Students' Society Meetings 
approximately a year ago. 

We would like to see more equality in the disbursements 
of the SEC's copious supply of money. 

We would like to see a Student election in which racial 
and social barriers we re^brok en and candidates were elected 
because they are thWnlosf^capable people for the job 
rather than because they belong to a certain fraternity or 
to a certain racial group which votes together in a bloc.

Professor R. Klibansky, 
On His Tours And Works

Professor R. Klibansky, of the Philosophy dopt., might be 
considered a travelling teacher and organizer. He has recently 
relumed from Europe, a trip he has been making frequently as 
a result of his work in connection with UNESCO. 



While there, he had taught at 
the University at Louvain, in Bel- 
gium. The country Is bilingual, 
vith French and Flemish spoken 
in about equal proportions. Tl^e 
problem of Instruction is solvèd 
by having universities of each lan- 
guage; at Louvain the two meet, 
with a professor of each language 
in each subject. 

When we atktd him about 
Comparisons betwtin Amtriean 
and European students, ProfeS' 
sor Kllbaniky wkrntd us against 
easy generallxatlonslend the sle> 
raotypts that useîthe^suppoièd 
superior sarlousnais of the Eu< 
ropean student to critlctxe frivol* 
ouinets on this side of the Atlan> . 
tic '^hls much I will say," he 
told us, "that the level of prepa> 
ration for entrance Ipio unlver* 
sity In Europe Is higher. There 
the students read more, and read 
critically, before university. The 
students are also more aware 
of the traditions of their coun< 
tries, end more versed in Its' 
literature and poetry." He also 
commented on the greater am- 
eunt of student political activity 
there, somelhlng which does not 
always have only favourable ef- 
fects. 

Kind Words. 
.Tprofessor Klibansky had kind 
■words for the cosmopolitan spirit 
of Louvain. Students from many 
countries, including Belgium's col- 
onies, studied there, and he was 
Impressed by the quick grasp of 
many students studying matters 
whoUy foreign to their traditions 
«nd ways of life. 

One of the reasons Professor 
Klibansky goes to Europe is in 
connection- with his work on the 
magazine, the Bibliography of Phi- 
losophy. This Is sponsored Jointly 
by UNESCO and the International 
Federation of Philosophers Socie- 
ty, and Is an attempt, to bring to-

philosophers ' In yarious ' countries. 
Too often they work in specialized 
fields without realizing tho work 
being done by other men in other 
fields. Professor Klibansky told lu. 
The magazine gives accounts . of 
work done in all countries, even 
" ^'^ " "gP^yj ■jjjL^' " USSR.

Another aspect of the same kind 
of work is the translation of var- 
ious books into other languages!

We'll never forget the first football game we saw as wide eyed 
freshmen at McGill. The Redmen were playing the champion Blues 
in Toronto and as usual we were on the short end of an 8-3 score. 
The teams fought tooth and nail down to the final wire and McGill 
had the ball on the one yard line with « minute to go., Geoff Grain, 
the Redmen^qwutnrback, smashed into the center of the line which 
wavered for alsecond, then held.' It was a heartbreaker to lose, but 
it seemed to set the trend for the Redmen football games right up to 
and including this season. 

Some of the players who played in that game wlU be familiar 
to many readers. Racing up and down the gridiron in those days were 
fellows like Jimmy Miller, Geoff Grain, Len Shaw, Freddy Wilmot, 
Wally Kowal and Bob MacLellan of the Redmen; Bill Bewléy, Steve 
Oneschuk and Al Halg of Toronto while fellows like Don Killlnger, 
Don Getty, Ray Tniant,^* Jacques Belec «ind Dotig McNichol were 
cavorting for the Western Mustangs. We saw the Redmen win their 
first game when they toppled the mighty Mustangs 11-6. That was the 
only game that the Utle bound Mustangs were to lose that year. Then 
Varsity came to town again and two..touchdowns by Len Shaw and 
one by Al Sulyok In the third quarter spelt a 17-14 loss for tho Blues 
and the end of a 17} game Varsity unbeaten streak. 

The snows came and the hockey edition laced on their skates at 
the Montreal Forum. Those were the days of tho early morning 
practices and unconditioned teams. The Redmen got off to a bad start 
'ini^dldn't win in their first five games. But slowly they picked up 
Biomentum and In tho "Winter Carnival game that year they won the 
Birks, Trophy for the first time when Wally Emo scored two dramatic 
goals to beat the University of Montreal 2-1. Some of the puck- 
chasers with Rocky Robillard'a Redmen.ln^those days were Len Shaw, 
Jim McGowan, Whity Sdiutz, Graeme'^Teudide, Petè\ Constable and 
Bob MacLellan, who won the Forbes Trophy that year. Ron Robertson, 
three times voted the most valuable player on the Redmen, was in the 
middle of a great siring of years with the locals. The solid Regina 
rearguard was perhaps the best defenceman we've ever seen in the 
Intercollegiate hockey league. ^ 

* Another year and with it another losing football team, although 
McGlll's Herb English, provided the top thrill of the season in London 
when he scampered^WfSiufds down the sidelines to beat Western for 
the first time in years in their own backyard. It was another poor 
liockcy.season u' the locals ended up second to last. 



'iron^it was time for a change and Larry Sullivan took over the 
reins of the footballers replacing Vic Obcck. With little material to 
work with, Sullivan started a long range building program while, the 
others teams took turns pasting the Redmen by scores|Dt^lO,^S44>, 
43-15 and 20^, Gradually the team began to. take shape r«nd';ia8t^ear 
after a bad start upset a very surprised Varsity team at Ublson Stadium 
16-9 as Sullivan unveiled a new passing combination of Dick Carr to 
Johnny Bennett. It was good for two TD's. Then the Redmen walked 
into London and humbled the once proud Mustangs 35-17. The Redmen 
were on theh: way! All roads pointed to a pleasing prospects for 
1056^7, but both Lady Luck and Dame Fortune and injuries played 
havoc with the Redmen hopes wIUi,ibe.xesult;that the locals ended up 
once again in the second divls'lon.'^Néverttféléss't^^^^ 
tion of knowing that one of their wins was a triumph over the 
champions, a 6-1 trouncing of the Golden Gaels from Queen's, 

During the winters we sat . through Redmen hockey games as the 
Bed and White fought towards thîè^top of the league, but these weren't 
our years and the Blue and White of Toronto Varsity sat on the top 
of the Intercollegiate heap. Bemle Wong was in nets for the Redmen 
and Ron Robertson, Herb English, Fete Gonstable, Jackie McMiillan 
and Dick Baltian helped carry the team into a second place finish. 
The team faded last year despite the scoring heroics of Balt«in, 
Brian McCann and Leo Konyk but bounced up this season to compile 
a '7-5 record and finish in second spot Once again Konyk and Baltzan, 
with a new linemate Ross Hughes, paced the Redmen to thélr most 
successful season since we've been watcidng them. 



But during those last three years the Redmen treateid^M^ 
plenty of thrills. Last , year they put on their greatest scoring display 
on successive weekends^^aJthey walloped Lake Placid -16-7 in an 
exhibition game and the^^îUiuMd Laval 124. In perhaps one of the 
best games we've seen the Redmèn play they beat Toronto 2-1 in the 
j^ g lgntCity ^ t year, but then they dropped out of the picture. This 
PyeS^Witirow own rink a reality, despite threats of tunnels under 
the mountain and concert halls, the Redmen became a power in the 
league, finishing up by winning four straight But they bad made their 
move too late and had to be content with a solid second place finish. 

What will the Redmen teams offer in the future T Only time will 
tell, but from the look of things this past season the Red and White 
are on theiiom^ the top.

his old rockin' chair, whittling 
away on a piece of wood. 

His nephew would come by, 
take a look at the piece of wood 
and start giving grandpaw. a 
lengthy discoiirse on the fine 
art of whittling, on' now well the 
Indians can whittle a totem-pole, 
etc. He also told granpaw that 
his kind of whittling was "med 
iocre", "time-wasting", "of no 
cultural adyantage'^i 

Granpaw Âitlnally^'' looked up 
from his' work and said : "Son, 
you have yet to tell me of what 
advantage to culture was the 
whittling of the Indians; another 
thing, son, I know that never in 
your life . have you ever tried to 
hack up a piece of wood the way 
I . do: ' Therefore, when you can 
whittle up something better than 
I have, then yoii can tell me what 
I'm doing \yrong". 

Throughout' the ages, our ar- 
tists were just what granpaw 
was, — whittlers all, amatcuri 
at heart, doing what they wanted 
to do merely for the enjoyment 
of doing it and not as a profes 
sion per sc. Many of the great 
discoveries in the art.s and scien- 
ces came about as a result of 
amateur dabbling, or what is now 
labelled dilettantism.
